On this, is based the Bible doctrine of separ- 
ation, that Christians should not yoke up 
with «unbelievers. 


Here is the scripture little used by modern 
preachers and little practiced by modern Chris- 
tians. 

“Be ye not unequally yoked together 
with unbelievers; for what fellowship 
hath righteousness wit unrighteousness? 
and what communion hath light - with 
darkness? 15. And what concord hath 
Christ was Belial? or what part hath 
he that believeth with an infidel? 16. 
And what agreement hath the temple of 
God with idols? for ye are the, temple of 
the living God; as God hath said, I will 
dwell in them, and walk in them; and I 
will be their God, and they shall be my 
people. 17. Wherefore come out from 
among them, and be ye separate, saith the 
Lord, and touch not the unclean thing; and 
1 will receive you, 18. And will be a father 
unto you, and ye shall be my sons and 
daughters, saith the Lord Almighty.” 
(II Corinthians 6:14-18) 
Christians Not To Be Yoked, Have Fellowship, 

Communion, Concord, Part, Or Agree- 

ment With Unsaved 

Examine the above scripture carefully and 
take it at face value. The word unbeliever 
means one who has not believed on Christ as 
his gwn personal Saviour. Treat word speaks 
of the same kind of.person as John 3:18 and

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John 3:36, “he that believeth net is condemned 


already" and ‘“‘he that believeth not the Son 
Shall not see life; but the wrath of God 
abideth on him.” The scripture means not 
to yoke up with one who bas not trusted 


Christ as Saviour. , 

This scripture is very explicit concerning 
the gesociation of saved people and lost peo- 
ple. Christians are not to be “yoked together’ 
with unbelievers.. Righieousness is not to 
have “féllowship’’ with unrighteousness. Light 
is not to have “communion” with darkness. 
Christians are not to be yoked up with un- 
believers just as Christ has no ‘concord’ with 


Belial. Verse 15 plainly asks, ‘“‘What part 
hath he that believeth with an _  infidel?’’ 
The word infidel is the same as the word 
unbeliever. It does not mean a man who 
believes there is no God, but cne who does 
not trust Christ as His Saviour. Verse 6 even 
suggests that a Christian should not have 
“agreement” with unsaved people since a 


saved perscon’s body is the temple of God and 
the body of the unsaved is an idol, possessed 
of Satan. 

Christians are urged, therefore, to “come 
out from among them, and be ye separate, 
saith the Lord” and on this basis God prom- 
ises to receive us and be a Father to us 
while we are to be His sons and daughters. 
Teaching of Separation, Throughout the Bible. 

One of the plainest doctrines in the Bible 
is this doctrine of Christian separation. It 
was the one teaching that God pressed daily; 


repeatedly, eternally, upon Jews. Much of 
their* ceremonial law was pointed to this 
particular thing alone. Abraham was called 


to “Get thee out of thy country, and from 
thy kindréd, and from thy father’s house, 
unto a land that I will. shew thee:” Jews 
were to be circumsised, as a brand or mark 
of their separation from other people: Jews 
were commantnded not to eat pork, not to eat 
catfish (Lev. 11:7,10) ete., not because pork

The command of God about being yoked

er wife who has not been saved. then he dis- 
obeys this explicit command of God. He. yokes 
a believer with an unbeliever; he puts right- 
eousness in fellowship with unrighteousness: 
he puts light in communion with darkness: 
he puts Christ in concord with Belial: He, 4 
believer, has part with.one who is an un- 
believer and he makes the temple of God 
in egreéement with.an.idol.. Children of God 
should never marry one Who ic not a child 
of God, no matter how virtuous or high 
minded or cultivated or pleasing they may 
be outwardly. Inwardly they are rebels against 
Christ, children of iiell. To do so is a sin 
against God and a sin against ones own best 
self. It is a sin certain to be reaped with 
sorrow in the future. Some one has we!) 
said that one that marries the Devil’s child 
is sure to have trouble with his father-in- 
law. The Christian, married to one not a 
Christian, is certain to have trouble. Such 
a marriage should not be broken and the 
Christian believer should not depart from 
his unbelieving mate (I Corinthians 7:10-16,). 
The time to do right about that is before 
marriage. After marriage is too late to avoid 
trouble. All one can do then is to pray that 
Ged wttl save the unsaved ones and try one’s 
best to atone for-the sin of yoking up in 
marriage with an enemy of your Saviour and 
your God. 

in | Corinthian 7:39 the scripture says, 

“The wife is bound by the law as long 
as her husband liveth; but if her hus- ' 
band be dead, she is at liberty to be 
married to whom she will: ONLY IN 
THE LORD.” 

Widows have a right to remarry if their 
husbands are dead but they only have a 
right to marry’ “in the Lord.” God mentioned 
specifically widows here but we have alreaay 
had the genera] teaching that every Christjan 
should only be yoked up with believers, not 
unbelievers. 

The Flood Caused by Intermarriage 

Of Saved and Lost. 


The Bible is full of accounts of tragedies - 


caused by the mixture of God's 
the Devil’s people. In Genesis 
we are told of the birth of’ Seth, 
a Godly man, given to Eve as “another seed: 
instead of Abel, whom Cain slew.” This good 
man Seth had a son, Enos and ‘then began 
men to call upon the name of the Lard.”

continually. 6. And it repented the Lord 
that he had made men ou the earth, 
and it grieved him at his heart.

“Why Didn't Some Preacher Show Me That 


Fifteen Years Ago!’ ‘ 

I once held a revival in a simall town in 
north Texas and preached on “Be not Un. 
equally Yoked Together with Unbhelivers.’’ The 
next day a woman who was not present at 
the preceeding service chided me saying, ot 
know what you preached last night and I 
don’t believe it, either.’”” From heresay she 
had been displeased with my sermon. How- 
ever, I told her that .it was not My message 
but God’s, and I turned in the Bible to I 
Corinthians 6:14 and had her read the plain 
command of God not to be yoked up with 
unbelievers. I knew her case. She had married 
an unsaved man. A fourteen year old son was 
already grieving his mothers’ heart and fol- 
lowing in the footsteps of his unsaved father. 
When she read the scripture she turned to 
me and her eyes filled with tears. This is 
what she said—‘‘Why didn’t some preacher 
show me that fifteen years ago!’ I answered 
back that I could not say for other preachers 
but for my part I want no broken hearted 
woman, in ignorance of the word of God, 
blaming me for her sin and unhappiness when 
it was fifteen years too late! Therefore Il am 
warning people not to be yoked up wjth un- 
believers. 

In revival meetings again and again people 
make requests for prayer that their loved 
ones may be saved. If a father sincerely says, 
“pray for my lost boy,” I find that usually 
that prayer is answered and tre lost boy is 
eaved. Where’ Christians do right God is good 
to answer our prayers and requests and 
when Chrjstians join in prayer, many times 
their prayers are answered and unsaved loved 
ones ar& brought to God. But in every re- 
vival I hold there is one kind of request made 
ag and again—the request of wives that 

jole pray for the salvation of their un- 
saved husbands. I am sorry to say that in 
a majority of cases the revivals come to a 
close and such husbands are not- saved. 
Women ignore the plain command ~ Gee, 
0 inst the Bible and marry unsaved mé 
nN turm and ask God to put His bless- 
ing upon their sin. In many cases a good and 

~ 


merciful God does answer their prayer but in 
hundreds of such cases, for some good reason 
He does not. 

Dear Christian girl, if you want some man 
saved then get him saved before you marry 
him. To sin against God in this matter often 
means that you will so displease and so com. 
promise your own Christian influence that 
you will be unable to win to Christ the man 
who is to be the father of your children and 
your life time companion. After you marry 
then you ought net to ieave your husband. 
But if you plan such a marriage, then 
heed the command of God and break up your 
plans, even though it be only one day before 
the wedding. You may think it will break 
your heart now, but a heart broken in doing 
right will soon be healed by the mercy of 
a loving heavenly Father. I warn you now 
that if you go headlong against the direct 
command or God in this matter your heart 
will be broken a thousand times. After all 
only one thing brings real trouble and that 
is to sin against God. Be not unequally yoked 
together with unbelievers.

THE SIN OF CHRISTIANS 
JOINING LODGES 


I suppose that half the preachers in Texas 
are members of lodges and secret orders. 
They have the Masonic Order to lay their 
corner stones, they preach special-sermons for 
Odd Fellows, they act as chaplains for the 
Ku Kiux Klan, and encourage their mem- 
bers, both men and women, to join such 
secret orders. Probably the average preach- 
er has not studied the Bible prayerfully and 
seriously enough to even know that to be 
a member of the lodges violates the explicit 
command of the. Bible! 

All over the country an extmination would 
find the same names on the church roll and 
the lodge roll. The same faces show up at the 
deacon's or steward's meeting and the Shrin- 
er's dance; the same young men are on the 
B. Y. P. U. or the Epworth League program 
and at the’ revels of the DeMolay. The church 
and the world, saved and lost. are yoked 
together all over this country and the shame- 
ful fact is that the world is going to Hell 
largely because you cannot tell the difference 
between God's man and the devil’s man, the 
saved and the unsaved, the redeemed and 
the condemned. 

Recently I was in a great revival at Gren- 
ville, Texas and found that young men of the 
churches bad been led into the DeMolay Lodge 
by older Masons, particularly by some preach- 
ers. Whe I preached ‘plainly on this sub- 
ject a young man came to me greatly troub- 


‘led and explained that they always had prayer 


at every meeting of the DeMolay. I had just 


been told that the DeMolay Lodge regularly 
had dances and so I said to him, “Do you 
have prayer at the dances!” “Oh yes’’, he 
answered, ‘‘we begin every dance with 
prayer’’. Do you believe that God 
heard and was pleased? Lodges may 


have the outward form of righteousness but 
they are a snare to any Christian who enters 
them. May God have pity on the preaches who 
leads the prayer asking God tu bless the dances 
held by the lodges! It is a sin to be yoked 
up with unbelievers! 

Saved people who yoke up wjth unbelieve- 
rs, lose their testimony, lose their influence, 
until sinners can tell no difference and see no 
reason to be alarmed at their own wicked 
state. 


Lodges Filled With Unbelievers 
One who joins any of the principal secret 


orders, violates this command of God, not to 
yoke up with unbelievers. | wil! readily admit 
that there are many converted men in the 
secret orders. I know many good men who 
have done wrong about this matter. Many 
preachers have. My own father made this 
mistake. But it is certainly true that not all 


the men in the lodges are Christian men. They 
are not required to be, they are not expected 
to be. A man does not need to profess to 
have been born again to be a good Mason, Odd 
Fellow, Elk or Klansman. A man who be- 
comes a Mason must profess to believe there 


is a Supreme Being in whom he puts his 


trust. But that God may be the god of Mo- 
hammedans, the god of Buddhists or the 
god of the American Indian or any heathen 


deity. The orthodox Jew who believes that 
Jesus Christ. is the bastard son of a Jewish 
harlot, an impostor and deceiver, that Jew 


still makes a_ perfectly good Mason and 
is received without any request that he take 
the Lord Jesus Christ as his Saviour.
